ference might be

cated he would talk the matter over 
with President Coolidge before there 
is any definite decision. 
The house passed and sent to the 
senate the tr-asury -postoffice supply 
bill, which, with its $763,000,000 to­ 
tal, is the largest peace-time appro­ 
priation measure ever considered by 
congress. 
The bill provides, among 
other things, $11,000,000 for prohibi­ 
tion enforcement, $20,000,000 for the 
coast gua^d service, half of which 
would he available durihg the com­ 
ing fiscal y ear for use in curbing rum 
smuggling.

Include $2,600,000 for operation of the 
transcontinental

mail 
service, 
$526,373 for 
maintenance of 
pneu­ 
matic mail tubes in New York city , 
$16,656,200 for the customs service, 
and $9,103,101 for the public health 
service.
